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Declaration of Juneteenth holiday sparks scramble in states 
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(AP) — Congress and 
President Joe Biden acted 
with unusual swiftness 
this week in approving 
Juneteenth as a national 
holiday. That shifted the 
battle to the states, where 
the holiday faces a far less 
enthusiastic response. 


Nearly all states recognize Ju- 
neteenth in some fashion, at 
least on paper. But most have 
been slow to move beyond 
proclamations issued by gov- 
ernors or resolutions passed 
by lawmakers. So far, at least 
nine states have designated it 
in law as an official paid state 
holiday — Illinois, Louisiana, 
Maine, Massachusetts, New 
Jersey, New York, Texas, Vir- 
ginia and Washington. All but 
Texas, where the events of 
the original Juneteenth took 
place, acted after the killing 
of George Floyd last year. 


This year alone, legislation to 
make Juneteenth a paid state 
holiday died in Florida and 
South Dakota and is stalled 
in Ohio, all states controlled 
by Republicans. But even 
in Maryland, where Demo- 
crats control the Legislature, 
a Juneteenth bill passed one 
chamber only to die in the 
other. 


The effort recalls the drawn- 
out battles over recognizing 
Martin Luther King Jr. Day, 
the last time the federal gov- 
ernment designated a new 
holiday. That legislation, fi- 
nally passed in 1983, sched- 
uled the holiday to begin 
three years later. It set off bit- 
ter debates in the states over 
whether to enact their own 
holidays. 





Only a handful of states 
headed into Thursday’s sign- 
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ing of the federal Juneteenth 
law with the paid holiday on 
the books to be celebrated 
in 2021. The governors of 
Washington, Illinois, Louisi- 
ana and Maine, by contrast, 
all signed more recent laws 
that were set to kick in for 
2022, when June 19 falls on 
a Sunday, adding to the con- 
fusing rollout. 


Louisiana Gov. John Bel Ed- 
wards closed state offices for 
a half-day Friday, only a few 
days after he signed June- 
teenth legislation, and Illinois 
Gov. J.B. Pritzker was among 
governors who changed their 
states’ start dates to 2021. 


In another twist, many states 
have laws that automatically 
recognize all federal holidays 
— even those not named in 
state statute. 


Such was the case in Ohio, 
where Republican Gov. Mike 
DeWine issued a Juneteenth 
statement late Thursday and 
closed state offices in the 
manner of a hastily called 
school snow day. West Vir- 
ginia Gov. Jim Justice also 
declared Juneteenth a state 
holiday at a last-minute vir- 
tual press conference. The 
governors of Connecticut 
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and Florida issued their Ju- 
neteenth proclamations Fri- 
day. 


Ohio state Sen. Hearcel 
Craig, a Columbus Democrat 
who is Black, said Friday that 
codifying Juneteenth in state 
law remains essential. He is 
sponsoring a Juneteenth bill 
that passed the Ohio Senate 
unanimously last session, but 
time ran out for its consider- 
ation in the House. Republi- 
cans control both of Ohio's 
legislative chambers. 


“My hope and expectation 
is that Ohio will choose to 
be a leader in the quest to 
honor Black history and the 
movement toward a more 
equitable world," Craig said. 
"And that's not hyperbole. ... 
It concerns not only African- 
Americans but all Americans. 
Put simply, Black history is 
American history." 


Georgia law caps the number 
of state holidays at 12, mean- 
ing Juneteenth could only 
be added if another holiday 
was dropped. In other states, 
including Oregon, whether 
Juneteenth becomes a paid 
holiday will depend on union 
negotiations. 
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In Mississippi, Democratic 
state Rep. Bryant Clark has 
filed bills to make Juneteenth 
a state holiday for about 15 
years. AII have stalled. 


Clark said Friday that he will 
keep trying. He noted that 
Mississippi legislators took 
four years to create a state 
holiday honoring King after 
the federal holiday was estab- 
lished. In 1987, Mississippi 
legislators revised a holiday 
named for Confederate Gen- 
eral Robert E. Lee that had 
been in place for decades, 
creating a joint holiday hon- 
oring both Lee and King. 





Two other Mississippi law- 
makers said Friday that they 
plan to file a bill to eliminate 
Confederate Memorial Day 
as a state holiday and replace 
it with Juneteenth. 


“Sometimes, progress 1s ex- 
tremely slow,” said Clark, 
a member of the Legisla- 
tive Black Caucus. Several 
communities in Mississippi 
already hold Juneteenth cel- 
ebrations. One is the capital 
city of Jackson, where the 
population is more than 80% 
Black. 


Minnesota has recognized 
the third Saturday in June as 
Juneteenth since 1996, but 
the statute only obligates the 
governor to issue a proclama- 
tion each year honoring the 
observance. That's a com- 
mon situation in the U.S., 
where the holiday is some- 
times called Emancipation 
Day. 


Calls by Minnesota Gov. Tim 
Walz, a Democrat, to make it 
an official state holiday have 
failed to gain traction so far 
in the Minnesota Legislature, 
the only one in the nation 
where Democrats control 
one chamber and Republi- 
cans control the other. 


Hawaii had been one of only 
three states left not to rec- 
ognize the holiday at all. A 
bill marking Juneteenth was 
signed there Wednesday and 
in a second holdout state, 
North Dakota, in April. Nei- 
ther created a paid state holi- 
day, however. 





South Dakota still does not 
officially recognize the holi- 
day, but Gov. Kristi Noem has 
issued a proclamation cele- 
brating it. The governor does 
not have the power to make 
it an official state holiday — 
that must be done through 


the Legislature. A bill to rec- 
ognize it as a working holiday 
fell a handful of votes short of 
passing this year. 


It was defeated by an un- 
usual coalition of Democrats 
who felt the day should be 
recognized as a full-fledged 
holiday, rather than a work- 
ing holiday, and conservative 
lawmakers who opposed rec- 
ognizing the holiday at all. 


Vaney Hariri, a Black busi- 
ness owner who organized 
a march after Floyd’s death, 
said that vote showed the 
entrenched attitude of many 
lawmakers who “would turn 
down a day off rather than 
celebrate your freedom from 
pain and captivity.” 


Arizona dragged its feet for 
years on Martin Luther King 
Jr. Day, until it became the 
only state that did not have 
some sort of holiday inspired 
by the slain civil rights leader. 


That long delay cost Arizona 
a Super Bowl and millions of 
dollars in tourism revenue 
from canceled conventions 
and other events. It also in- 
spired a boycott by singer 
Stevie Wonder and a protest 
song by Public Enemy called 
“By the Time I Get to Ari- 
zona.” 


Gov. Bruce Babbitt, a Demo- 
crat, issued an executive or- 
der in 1986 declaring Martin 
Luther King Jr. Day a state 
holiday. Babbitt’s Republican 
successor, Evan Mecham, re- 
scinded the order a year later, 
saying Babbitt exceeded his 
authority. 


Mecham's action led to years 
of divisive political maneu- 
vering, including a ballot 
measure that ended in defeat 
for King holiday supporters, 
before Arizona voters ulti- 
mately approved the holiday 
in 1992. 


Warren H. Stewart Sr., pastor 
of the Institutional Baptist 
Church in Phoenix, helped 
lead a grassroots campaign to 
establish Arizona's King holi- 
day. But he said he did not re- 
joice when Biden signed the 
Juneteenth law. He fears it 
will distract from legislation 
on vital issues such as voting 
rights and police reform. 


“I see it as a distraction,” 
Stewart said, “almost as a 
handout of some candy, but 
the meat of justice is still go- 
ing to be denied.” 
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Biden's silence on executions adds to death penalty disarray 


(AP) — Activists widely 
expected Joe Biden to take 
swift action against the 
death penalty as the first 
sitting president to op- 
pose capital punishment, 
especially since an un- 
precedented spate of ex- 
ecutions by his predeces- 
sor ended just days before 
Biden took office. 


Instead, the White House has 
been mostly silent. 


Biden hasn’t said whether 
he’d back a bill introduced 
by fellow Democrats to strike 
the death penalty from U.S. 
statutes. He also hasn’t re- 
scinded Trump-era protocols 
enabling federal executions 
to resume and allowing pris- 
ons to use firing squads if 
necessary, something many 
thought he’d do on day one. 


And this week, his adminis- 
tration asked the Supreme 
Court to reinstate the Boston 
Marathon bomber’s original 
death sentence. 


The hands-off approach in 
Washington is adding to dis- 
array around the death penal- 
ty nationwide as pressure in- 
creases in some conservative 
states to find ways to contin- 
ue executions amid shortages 
of the lethal-injection drugs. 
Worse, some longtime death 
penalty observers say, is that 
Biden’s silence risks sending 
a message that he’s OK with 
states adopting alternative ex- 
ecution methods. 


“Biden’s lack of action is un- 
conscionable,” said Ashley 
Kincaid Eve, a lawyer and ac- 
tivist who protested outside 
the ‘Terre Haute, Indiana, 
prison where the federal in- 
mates were executed. “This is 
the easiest campaign promise 
to keep, and the fact he re- 
fuses to keep it ... is political 
cowardice.” 


His cautious approach dem- 
onstrates the practical and 
political difficulties of ending 
or truncating capital punish- 
ment after it’s been integral 
to the criminal justice system 
for centuries, even as popular 
support for the death penalty 
among both Democrats and 
Republicans wanes. 


Support for the death penalty 
among Americans is at near- 
historic lows after peaking in 
the mid-1990s and steadily 
declining since, with most 
recent polls indicating sup- 
port now hovers around 55%, 


according to the nonpartisan 
Death Penalty Information 
Center in Washington, D.C. 


Biden didn’t make capital 
punishment a prominent fea- 
ture of his presidential run, 
but he did say on his cam- 
paign website that he would 
work “to pass legislation to 
eliminate the death penalty at 
the federal level, and incen- 
tivize states to follow the fed- 
eral government’s example.” 


That simple-sounding prom- 
ise was historic because it 
wasn't just about the federal 
death penalty, which, before 
former President Donald 
Trump, had been carried out 
just three times in the previ- 
ous five decades. Then, 13 
federal prisoners were ex- 
ecuted during Trump’s last 
six months in office during 
the height of the coronavirus 
pandemic. Biden’s promise 
also took direct aim at states, 
which, combined, have ex- 
ecuted some 1,500 inmates 
since the 1970s; 27 states still 
have death penalty laws. 


But the fact that the Biden 
administration chose to ac- 
tively push for Dzhokhar 
Isarnaev's execution suggests 
the president’s opposition to 
the death penalty isn’t as all- 
inclusive as many activists 
believed. 





Justice Department lawyers 
said in court filings Monday 
that a lower court was wrong 
to toss the 27-year-old’s 
death sentence over con- 
cerns about the jury selection 
process, saying the Supreme 
Court should “put this case 
back on track toward a just 
conclusion.” 


White House spokesper- 
son Andrew Bates said in an 
email regarding the Tsarnaev 
decision that the Justice De- 
partment “has independence 
regarding such decisions.” 
Bates added that the presi- 
dent “believes the Depart- 
ment should return to its 
prior practice, and not carry 
out executions.” 





Meanwhile, states have re- 
sorted to other means as 
drugs used in lethal injec- 
tions have become increas- 
ingly hard to procure. Phar- 
maceutical companies in the 
2000s began banning the use 
of their products for execu- 
tions, saying they were meant 
to save lives, not take them. 
The U.S. Bureau of Prisons 
has declined to explain how 


it obtained pentobarbital for 
the lethal injections under 
Trump. 


Some states have refurbished 
electric chairs as standbys 
for when lethal drugs are 
unavailable. On Wednesday, 
South Carolina halted two 
executions until the state 
could pull together firing 
squads. 


To the disbelief of many, Ari- 
zona went so far as to acquire 
materials to make cyanide 
hydrogen — the poisonous 
gas deployed by Nazis to kill 
865,000 Jews at Auschwitz — 
for possible use in the state’s 
death chamber. 


“Execution processes are be- 
coming more and more out 
of touch with core American 
values,” Robert Dunham, 
director of the Death Pen- 
alty Information Center, said 
about Arizona’s purchase. “It 
provides a very clear picture 
of what the death penalty 
has become in the United 
States.” 


Protocols put in place under 
Trump and not rescinded by 
Biden allow the U.S. govern- 
ment to employ execution 
methods sanctioned in states 
where a federal defendant 
was sentenced, Dunham said. 
That means, in theory, feder- 
al executioners could also use 
hydrogen cyanide. 


Dunham said death by hy- 
drogen cyanide stands out as 
uniquely brutal, invariably 
leading to an “extended, tor- 
turous death.” 


Even if there’s virtually no 


chance the U.S. government 
would ever embrace an ex- 
ecution method favored by 
Nazis, Dunham said the very 
idea that it's theoretically 
possible should horrify Biden 
administration officials and 
spur them to act with an even 
greater sense of urgency. 


“This creates another oppor- 
tunity for the Biden admin- 
istration to take action,” he 
said. “Doing nothing puts the 
U.S. on the books as autho- 
rizing these cyanide execu- 
tions in some instances.” 


A federal prosecutor, argu- 
ing in litigation over the gov- 
ernment’s execution proto- 
cols last month, insisted to 
a judge that the Justice De- 
partment would allow some 
death row inmates to choose 
their method of execution if 
they were sentenced in a state 
where the law would allow 
that. 





Abe Bonowitz, director of 
the anti-capital punishment 
group Death Penalty Action, 
said he and other activists 
have spoken with adminis- 
tration officials and received 
some behind-the-scenes 
assurances that Biden will 
eventually support legislation 


to abolish the federal death 
penalty. 


^We know this 1s not the big- 
gest fish they have to fry right 
now. But we are hearing they 
will get to it,” said Bonow- 
itz, who has been critical of 
Biden's silence. 


The president could take the 
path of least resistance, po- 
litically speaking, by telling

his Justice Department not to 
schedule federal executions 
during his term. But that 
would fall far short of fulfill- 
ing his campaign promise, 
and it would leave the door 





open for future presidents to 
restart executions. 


He could also use his execu- 
tive powers to commute all 
federal death sentences to life 
in prison, but there’s no sign 
of that happening. Grant- 
ing full clemency to every- 
one on death row could be 
politically problematic for 
Biden and other Democrats, 
who have a slim majority 
in both the House and the 
Senate. Among those whose 
lives would be spared by 
such a Biden order would 
be Dylann Roof, who killed 
nine Black church members 
during a Bible study session 
in South Carolina and was 
the first person sentenced to 
death for a federal hate crime. 


After Biden's inauguration, 
the question of whether the 
president would act fast to 
end capital punishment was 
a popular topic on federal 
death row in Terre Haute, 
where discussions were of- 
ten conducted through inter- 
connected air vents. It's not 
discussed much these days, 
death row inmate Rejon Tay- 
lor told The Associated Press 
recently through a prison 
email system. 


“I won't say that skepticism 
has settled in, but I will say 
that most no longer feel that 
immediate action will hap- 
pen," said Taylor, who was 
sentenced in 2008 for killing 
an Atlanta restaurant owner. 
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Father gives daughter life-saving gift as living organ donor 





(AP) — Sitting poolside 
with his wife and two 
daughters, Rhett Shaffette 
says he’s already received 
the best gift this Father’s 
Day. 


His 12-year-old daughter is 
thriving, eight months after 
getting a portion of his liver. 
She received the transplant 
after nearly losing her life to 
internal bleeding. 





“It was a very close call,” 
Rhett said. His daughter Ce- 
cilia, 11 at the time, had spent 
years in frustration on the 
transplant list, and was twice 
called to be a back-up recipi- 
ent, only to be sent home 
again in disappointment. 


After Cecilias near-fatal 
bleed last year, the family 
decided to look instead for a 


partial transplant from a liv- 
ing donor. 


And they didn’t have to look 
far: Tests and scans revealed 
that Rhett’s liver was an ide- 
al match. A few weeks later, 
both were prepped for sur- 


gery, 


Cecilia had been suffering 
since birth with biliary atre- 
sia. That’s when bile ducts 
in the liver don’t form nor- 
mally, preventing the organ 
from functioning properly. 
Its one of the most com- 
mon reasons why children in 
the U.S. require liver trans- 
plants, said John Seal, one 
of the surgeons on the fam- 
ily’s transplant team at Och- 
sner Hospital for Children in 
New Orleans. 


Having a biological parent 
as a living donor helps with 
immunity and lowers the 
chance of organ rejection. 


But some kids awaiting trans- 
plants are in foster care or 
situations where a biological 
parent isn’t available or will- 
ing to donate. So now there’s 
a movement among pediat- 
ric surgeons and programs 
across the country to push 
for more anonymous living 
donors, Seal said. 


Organs from living donors 
have been found to be supe- 
rior in quality to those har- 
vested from deceased donors, 
he said. And because the liver 
regenerates quickly, children 
and small adults typically 
only need a part of a healthy 
donor's liver. Both patients 
can typically expect their liv- 
ers to return to normal size 
within a few months to a 
year, Seal said. 


Living donors made pos- 
sible 491 of the 8,906 liver 
transplants performed in the 
United States last year, ac- 


cording to the United Net- 
work for Organ Sharing, the 
nonprofit that administers 
the nation’s procurement and 
transplant process. 


More than 300 children re- 
main on the waiting list for 
a liver transplant in the U.S., 
along with more than 11,500 
adults, according to UNOS.. 
Eight months later, Rhett 
says he’s feeling great, is back 
at work and enjoying his fa- 
vorite pastimes, hunting and 
fishing. He said he’s “anxious 
to see her be all that she can 
be, now that nothing’s hold- 
ing her back.” 





Cecilia knows how fortunate 
she is, thanks to her father’s 
love and generosity. 


“Tm very lucky and grateful 
that he could do this for me,” 
she said. “I have an awesome 
dad. He’s always been my 
hero.” 





Catholic foster care agency wins Supreme Court verdict 


(AP) — In another victory for 
religious groups at the Supreme 
Court, the justices on Thursday 
unanimously sided with a Catho- 
lic foster care agency that says its 
religious views prevent it from 
working with same-sex couples. 
The court said the city of Phila- 
delphia wrongly limited its rela- 
tionship with the group as a re- 
sult of the agency’s policy. 


The ruling was specific to the facts 
of the case, sidestepping bigger ques- 
tions about how to balance religious 
freedom and  anti-discrimination 
laws. Instead, the outcome turned on 
the language in the city’s foster care 
contract. Three conservative justices 
would have gone much further, and 
LGBTQ groups said they were re- 
lieved that the decision was limited. 


Chief Justice John Roberts wrote for 
a majority of the court that Catholic 
Social Services “seeks only an accom- 
modation that will allow it to con- 
tinue serving the children of Phila- 
delphia in a manner consistent with 
its religious beliefs; it does not seek to 
impose those beliefs on anyone else.” 


Roberts concluded that Philadel- 
phia’s refusal to “contract with CSS 
for the provision of foster care servic- 
es unless it agrees to certify same-sex 
couples as foster parents ... violates 
the First Amendment.” 


Roberts noted that no same-sex cou- 
ple has ever asked to work with Cath- 
olic Social Services, which is affiliated 
with the Archdiocese of Philadelphia. 


If that were to happen, that couple 


would be referred to one of the more 
than 20 other agencies that works 
with same-sex couples, Catholic So- 
cial Services has said. 


“Por over 50 years, CSS successfully 
contracted with the City to provide 
foster care services while holding 
to these beliefs,” said Roberts, one 
of seven members of the court who 
is Catholic or attended Catholic 
schools. 





Because of its beliefs, the Catholic 
agency also does not certify unmar- 
ried couples. 


In recent years, religious groups have 
been delighted by victories at the 
court, often by wide margins. That 
includes cases in which the court 
lifted a ban on state aid to religious 
schooling, gave religious schools 
greater leeway to hire and fire teach- 
ers and allowed a cross to remain 
on public land. More recently, the 
court repeatedly sided with religious 
eroups in fights over coronavirus re- 
strictions. 


Philadelphia learned in 2018 from a 
newspaper reporter that Catholic So- 
cial Services would not certify same- 
sex couples to become foster parents. 
The city has said it requires the fos- 
ter care agencies it works with not 
to discriminate as part of their con- 
tracts. The city asked Catholic Social 
Services to change its policy, but the 
group declined. 


As a result, Philadelphia stopped re- 
ferring additional children to the 
agency. Catholic Social Services sued, 


but lower courts sided with Philadel- 
phia. 


In coming to the conclusion that Phil- 
adelphia had acted improperly, Rob- 
erts said the city gave Catholic Social 
Services a choice between “curtailing 
its mission or approving relationships 
inconsistent with its beliefs.” 


He also pointed to language in the 
city’s standard foster care contract. 
The contract says that agencies cannot 
reject prospective foster or adoptive 
parents based on their sexual orienta- 
tion “unless an exception is granted.” 
Because the city created a process for 
granting exemptions, it cannot then 
deny Catholic Social Services an ex- 
emption, Roberts concluded. 


Three conservative justices who 
joined Roberts’ opinion said they 
would have gone further. Justices

Samuel Alito, Clarence Thomas and 
Neil Gorsuch said they would have 
overruled a 1990 Supreme Court de- 
cision that they said improperly al- 
lows limits on religious freedom. 


Alito called the court’s ruling Thurs- 
day a “wisp of a decision.” Gorsuch 
said it was an “(ir)resolution,” pre- 
dicting that the litigation would con- 
tinue, with the city perhaps rewriting 
its contract. 


In a statement, she said the court had 
“usurped the City’s judgment that 
a nondiscrimination policy is in the 
best interests of the children in its 
care.” But she said the city was also 
“gratified” that the justices did not 
“radically change existing constitu- 
tional law to adopt a standard that 
would force court-ordered religious 
exemptions from civic obligations in 
every arena.” 
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North Korea's Kim vows to be ready for confrontation with US 


(AP) North Korean 
leader Kim Jong Un or- 
dered his government to 
be prepared for both dia- 
logue and confrontation 
with the Biden adminis- 
tration — but more for 
confrontation — state me- 
dia reported Friday, days 
after the United States and 
others urged the North to 
abandon its nuclear pro- 
gram and return to talks. 


Kim’s statement indicates 
he’ll likely push to strength- 
en his nuclear arsenal and 
increase pressure on Wash- 
ington to give up what North 
Korea considers a hostile pol- 
icy toward the North, though 
he’ll also prepare for talks to 
resume, some experts say. 


During an ongoing ruling 
party meeting Thursday, Kim 
analyzed in detail the policy 
tendencies of the U.S. un- 
der President Joe Biden and 
clarified steps to be taken in 
relations with Washington, 
the Korean Central News 
Agency said. It did not speci- 
fy the steps. 





Kim “stressed the need to get 
prepared for both dialogue 
and confrontation, especially 


to get fully prepared for con- 
frontation in order to protect 
the dignity of our state” and 
ensure national security, it 
said. 


In 2018-19, Kim held a series 
of summits with then-Pres- 
ident Donald Trump to dis- 
cuss North Korea’s advanc- 
ing nuclear arsenal. But the 
negotiations fell apart after 
Trump rejected Kim's calls 
for extensive sanctions relief 
in return for a partial surren- 
der of his nuclear capability. 


Biden’s administration has 
worked to formulate a new 
approach on North Korea’s 
nuclear program that it de- 
scribes as “calibrated and 
practical.” Details of his 
North Korea policy haven’t 
been publicized, but U.S. of- 
ficials have suggested Biden 
will seek a middle ground be- 
tween Trump’s direct meet- 
ings with Kim and former 
President Barack Obama’s 
“strategic patience” to curb 
Kim’s nuclear program. 


Earlier this week, leaders of 
the Group of Seven wealthy 
nations issued a statement 
calling for the complete de- 
nuclearization of the Korean 


Peninsula and “the verifiable 
and irreversible abandon- 
ment” of North Korea’s nu- 
clear and missile programs. 
They called on North Korea 
to engage and resume dia- 
logue. 


Sung Kim, the top U.S. of- 
ficial on North Korea, is to 
visit Seoul on Saturday for a 
trilateral meeting with South 
Korean and Japanese officials. 
His travel emphasizes the 
importance of three-way co- 
operation in working toward 
complete denuclearization 
of the Korean Peninsula, the 
State Department said. 


Kim Jong Un has recently 
threatened to enlarge his nu- 
clear arsenal and build high- 
tech weapons targeting the 
U.S. mainland if Washington 
refuses to abandon its hostile 
policy toward North Korea. 


In March, Kim’s military 
performed its first short- 
range ballistic missile tests 
in a year. But North Korea 
is still maintaining a morato- 
rium on long-range missile 
and nuclear tests in an indi- 
cation that Kim still wants to 
keep prospects for diplomacy 
alive. 





Kwak Gil Sup, head of One 
Korea Center, a website spe- 
cializing in North Korea af- 
fairs, wrote on Facebook that 
Kim’s statement suggested 
he’s taking a two-track ap- 
proach of bolstering military 
capability and preparing for 
talks. But he said Kim will 
more likely focus on boost- 
ing military strength and re- 
peating his demand for the 
U.S. to withdraw its hostile 
policy, rather than hastily re- 
turning to talks. 


Kim said last week North 
Korea’s military must stay on 


high alert to defend national 
security. 


Analyst Cheong Seong- 
Chang at the private Sejong 
Institute in South Korea said 
North Korea will likely re- 
turn to talks but won’t accept 
a call for immediate, com- 
plete denuclearization. He 
said North Korea may accede 
to a proposal to freeze its 
atomic program and partially 
reduce its nuclear arsenal in 
phased steps if the Biden ad- 
ministration relaxes sanctions 
and suspends its regular mili- 
tary drills with South Korea. 





UN alarmed by abuse of civilians in growing Myanmar conflict 


(AP) — The United Nations’ of- 
fice in Myanmar expressed con- 
cern Thursday about escalating 
human rights abuses after reports 
that a group opposed to the junta 
may have executed 25 civilians 
it captured and allegations that 
troops had burned down a village. 





The struggle between the military 
regime that took power in February 
after ousting the elected government 
of Aung San Suu Kyi and those op- 
posing it has sharpened in recent 
months. 


Elements of what had initially been a 
nonviolent civil disobedience move- 
ment have evolved into a fledgling 
armed resistance force in response to 
harsh repression from police and sol- 


diers who killed hundreds of peaceful 


protesters and bystanders. 


The statement by the U.N. office 
cited abuses by both sides, calling on 
“all actors in the current crisis to en- 
sure that international human rights 
norms and standards are respected.” 





“This includes upholding the obliga- 
tion to minimize collateral harm to 
civilians and to civilian infrastructure, 
and prohibiting the application of 
collective punishments against com- 


munities, families or individuals,” the 
U.N. office said. 


The statement noted the discovery of 
two mass graves in the eastern state 
of Kayin, also called Karen, contain- 
ing the human remains of 25 people 
“who had reportedly been detained 
on 31 May by the Karen National 
Defense Organization,” or KNDO. 


The KNDO is one of the fighting 
forces of the Karen National Union, 
the political organization of the Karen 
ethnic minority that has been fighting 
for decades for more autonomy from 
the central government. 


The junta said Sunday that the 25 
bodies were those of road construc- 
tion workers who were detained and 


killed by the KNDO. 


In response, KNDO spokesman 
Wah Nay Nu was quoted by The Ir- 
rawaddy, an independent online news 
service, as saying the men were not 
civilians but government military 
personnel who were spying. Some 
were shot dead by KNDO forces but 
others were killed by shelling from 
government forces, he said. 


On Wednesday, however, the Karen 
National Union said it would inves- 


tigate and stated that it "follows the 
Geneva Convention which does not 
condone the killing of civilians dur- 
ing armed conflict." The statement 
added that any wrongdoing could be 
prosecuted, without providing spe- 
cifics. 


The U.N. statement called for “those 
responsible for human rights viola- 
tions to be held accountable, includ- 
ing the perpetrators and their chain of 
command.” 


Also in dispute was the burning of 
Kinma village in the Magway region 
in Myanmar’s heartland on Tuesday. 


A resident of the village confirmed 
to The Associated Press accounts in 
independent media that government 
troops were responsible for burning 
down most of the village’s roughly 
250 houses, and that an elderly cou- 
ple unable or unwilling to flee with 
the rest of the villagers were believed 
to have died. The villager spoke on 
condition of anonymity for fear of re- 
prisals by the government. 





Government-controlled media, how- 
ever, reported that “terrorists” had 
burned the home of someone un- 
sympathetic to their cause, and wind 
spread the fire to other homes. 


The government and its opponents 
each refer to the other side as “terror- 
ists.” 


U.N. Secretary-General Antonio 
Guterres “is deeply concerned and 
disturbed” by the reports of govern- 
ment forces burning down villages in 
Kinma, U.N. spokesman Stephane 
Dujarric said. 


This “reminds us of the systematic 
burning of villages in North Rakhine 
state, which we saw in the past and 
which led to the dramatic exodus of 
the Rohingya people,” Dujarric said. 


“The Secretary-General continues to 
strongly condemn the continued re- 
pression by the security forces against 
civilians across the country, which 
again is having major regional rami- 
fications and requires a unified inter- 
national response,” Dujarric said. 


Noting the discovery of the two mass 
eraves, Dujarric said the United Na- 
tions calls on all parties to ensure that 
international human rights standards 
are respected including minimizing 
harm to civilians and civilian infra- 
structure and prohibiting collective 
punishment against communities, 
families or individuals. 
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Lebanon's crisis threatens one of its few unifiers, the army 


(AP) — Since the civil war, 
through wars with Israel, militant 
bombings and domestic turmoil, 
Lebanese have considered their 
military as an anchor for stability, 
one of the only institutions stand- 
ing above the country’s divisions. 


But the military is now threatened by 
Lebanon’s devastating financial col- 
lapse, which the World Bank has said 
is likely to rank as one of the worst the 
world has seen in the past 150 years. 


The economic meltdown is put- 
ting unprecedented pressure on the 
U.S.-backed army’s operational abili- 
ties, wiping out soldiers’ salaries and 
wrecking morale. The deterioration 
puts at risk one of the few forces uni- 
fying Lebanon at a time when sec- 
tarian tensions and crime are on the 
rise amid the population’s deepening 


poverty. 


“Such a decline could be harbinger 
of the kinds of instability not seen 
since the last time Lebanon’s politi- 
cal elites gutted or set adrift the Leba- 
nese armed forces, namely in the five 
years leading up to the 1975-1990 
civil war,” said Aram Nerguizian, se- 
nior advisor of the Program on Civil- 
Military Affairs in Arab States at the 
Carnegie Middle East Center. 


The military itself has raised the 
alarm, unusual for a force that is per- 
haps unique in the Middle East in that 
it largely remains outside politics. 


Army chief Gen. Joseph Aoun warned 
in a speech to officers in March that 
soldiers were “suffering and hungry 
like the rest of the people.” 


He also openly criticized the political 
leadership, which has been paralyzed 
by infighting and has done almost 
nothing to address the crisis. “What 
are you waiting for? What do you 
plan to do? We have warned more 
than once of the dangers of the situa- 
tion,” he said — a startling comment 
since army officers are not allowed to 
make political statements. 





A senior army official confirmed to 
The Associated Press that the eco- 
nomic situation has greatly affected 
morale. “There is no doubt that there 
is great resentment among the ranks 
of the military,” the official said. 


The official noted that “many duties 
are demanded of the military,” in- 
cluding maintaining internal stabil- 
ity. “The leadership is worried over 
developments in the security situa- 
tion on the ground and the ability to 
deal with this issue,” the officer said, 
speaking on condition of anonymity 
in line with regulations. Supporting 
the army is crucial to avoid Lebanon 
falling into chaos, he added. 


France is convening a virtual fund- 
raising conference Thursday seeking 
emergency aid, after army chief Aoun 
visited Paris last month pleading for 
assistance. France warned that Leba- 
non’s military “may no longer be able 
to fully implement their missions 
which are essential to the country’s 
stability.” The U.S., the army’s larg- 
est backer, has pledged to increase aid 
in 2021. 


The military in part counterbalances 
Hezbollah, the Iranian-backed Shiite 
faction that boasts a powerful armed 
force as well as political dominance. 
Nerguizian warned that degradation 
of the military would allow Hezbol- 
lah to loom even larger -- an outcome 
few outside Lebanon, particularly in 
Washington, want to see materialize. 


It could also open the door for coun- 
tries like Russia, China, Iran or Syria 
to co-opt the force and find ways to 
influence it. 


Gen. Frank McKenzie, the com- 
mander of U.S. Central Command 
said earlier this month that the U.S. 
is committed to supporting the Leba- 
nese army. 


"They're one of the elements of the 
Government of Lebanon that actually 
functions very well, and we believe 
they should continue to be the sole 





expression of military power of the 
state in Lebanon,” he said. 


After decades of corruption and mis- 
management by the political elite, 
Lebanon’s economy began to disin- 
tegrate in October 2019. The once- 
thriving banking sector has collapsed, 
and the currency has lost around 90 
percent of its value to the dollar on 
the black market. More than half the 
nation h as been plunged into pov- 


erty. 


Equally hit are the 80,000 members 
of the military. Before the crisis, an 
enlisted soldier earned the equivalent 
of about $800 a month, but that has 
now dropped to less than $100 per 
month. Officers’ salaries are higher 
but have also dropped in value, now 


about $400 a month. 


The army has tightened spending. A 
year ago, it announced it would stop 
offering meat in meals given to sol- 
diers on duty. It still offers free medi- 
cal treatment, but those in the force 
say the quality and effectiveness has 
sharply deteriorated. 


“Morale is below the ground,” said a 
24-year-old soldier who quit the force 
in March after five years of service. 


He said that by the time he left, the 
1.2 million Lebanese pounds salary 
he received was barely enough for 
food, cigarettes and transportation. 
He spoke on condition of anonymity, 
fearing reprisals. 


Mohammad Olayan, who retired two 
years ago after more than 27 years 
in the military, told The Associated 
Press that his end-of-service pay has 
been wiped out by the crash. Instead 
of a decent retirement, he now must 
take odd jobs to sustain his 12-year- 
old twin girls. 


“What incentive is there for young 
soldiers?” he asked. “I sacrificed so 
much for my country and look how 
I ended up because of this mafia,” he 
said, referring to politicians. 


Nerguizian said that while overall 
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cases of desertion remain relatively 
low, the force has seen increased in- 
stances of dereliction of duty, high 
AWOL rates and more moonlighting 
by personnel to augment salaries. 


The last three years have also seen 
some of the largest attrition rates, 
with personnel choosing to leave the 
military, he said. “More worryingly, 
the force is losing quality officers and 
noncommissioned officers - the gray 
matter and capabilities the force has 
spent more than a decade and a half 
developing,” Nerguizian added. 


After Lebanon’s 15-year civil war 
broke out in 1975, the army split 
along sectarian lines. It reunited in 
the early 1990s under the command 


of Gen. Emile Lahoud, who later be- 
came the president. 


Since then, it has become one of the 
most professional militaries in the 
Middle East. The U.S. has given it 
more than $2 billion since 2007, hop- 
ing to build a bulwark against Hez- 
bollah’s power — though the aid is 
far below the around $3 billion a year 
it gives to Israel’s military. 


The military is also one of the few 
state institutions that enjoy respect 
among the Lebanese public, in con- 
trast to their politicians, so mired in 
infighting they haven’t been able to 
form a government since October. 


During anti-government demonstra- 
tions that swept the country in late 
2019, videos of soldiers overcome by 
emotion as they confronted protest- 
ers were widely shared on social me- 


dia. 


Elias Farhat, a retired Lebanese army 
general who is currently a researcher 
in military affairs, said he did not be- 
lieve the collapse scenario is now pos- 


sible. 


“This is not an army’s crisis but a 
country’s crisis. In the past there 
were major security problems that 
affected the army and led to its dis- 
integration,” he said, referring to the 
civil war. 
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(AP) — With blood still 
dripping from his nose, 
Czech Republic forward 
Patrik Schick stepped up 
to the penalty spot and 
scored his tournament- 
leading third goal. 


Ivan Perišić then made sure 
to keep Croatia alive at the 
Furopean Championship. 





The two sides ended up 
drawing 1-1 on Friday, giv- 
ing both teams a chance to 
advance to the round of 16 
from their final Group D 
matches on Tuesday. 


Schick was awarded the pen- 
alty after being elbowed in the 
face by Croatia defender De- 
jan Lovren while both chal- 
lenged for the ball in the air. 
The referee awarded the spot 
kick after a video review and 
gave a yellow card to Lovren. 
The Croatians argued that it 
was accidental contact. 


Schick wasn't bothered by 
the blood or the arguments, 
slamming the ball into the 


left corner in the 37th min- 
ute. 


But he said the knock left 


him “quite shaken.” 


“I thought I was hit by an el- 
bow, but was not sure about 
it,” Schick said. “It wasn’t a 
pleasant feeling.” 


Czech Republic coach Jaro- 
slav Silhavy said he doesn’t 
normally allow injured play- 
ers to take penalties. 


“It's an exception to the rule 
and it doesn’t happen very 
often,” Silhavy said. “When I 
saw Patrik Schick, he seemed 
very determined. Our team- 
mates were screaming to the 
kit man, ‘Get him a clean 
shirt, he wants to take the 
penalty. I just believe in 
him.” 


Croatia coach Zlatko Dalić, 
who had promised a much 
more attacking team after the 
loss to England, made a dou- 
ble substitution at the start of 
the second half. 


It worked for a few moments 
anyway. 


Andrej Kramarié won the 
ball in midfield and released 
Perišić, who skipped past 
right back Vladimir Coufal 
and volleyed past Czech Re- 
public goalkeeper Tomas Va- 
clik. 


Coufal had stumbled, allow- 
ing Perišić a clear sight of 
goal. 


“It’s a pity,” Coufal said. “I 
think that if I hadn’t slipped I 
would have blocked Peri&ic. I 


took the wrong boots for the 
second half.” 


Silhavy said he doesn’t check 
what boots the players put 
on. 


“It’s their responsibility 
which cleats they chose,” he 
said. “But we will speak about 
it. He did change his boots 
eventually, but he knows that 
he chose the wrong ones.”

“Its a very valuable point 
from a game against a strong 
opponent,” Silhavy said.

“We need energy,” Dalié said.

Isak impresses as Sweden beats Slovakia 1-0 at Euro 2020 


(AP) Zlatan  Ibra- 
himovic’s successor in 
Sweden’s national team 
changed the game even 
without scoring the goal. 


Alexander Isak’s second-half 
performance illuminated 
a hitherto tough-to-watch 
match against Slovakia that 
was heading for a goalless 
draw until the highly rated 
21-year-old striker produced 
a deft flick over the top of the 
defense. 


Substitute Robin Quaison 
ran onto the ball and was 
brought down by the goal- 
keeper. Emil Forsberg con- 
verted the penalty to give 
Sweden a 1-0 victory Friday 
and, quite possibly, a place in 
the round of 16 at the Euro- 
pean Championship. 


Isak, the son of Eritrean par- 
ents who moved to Stock- 
holm in the 1980s because of 
the long civil war in eastern 
Africa, also came close on 
two other occasions during 
a second half that was a huge 
step-up from the first. 


Yet it was more the way he al- 
most single-handedly turned 
things Sweden’s way that was 
so impressive for a young 
player who is in his first ma- 


jor tournament after a break- 
through season at Spanish 
club Real Sociedad. There, 
he is nicknamed “The Swed- 
ish Messiah.” 


“Sometimes Alexander had 
to do things all on his own,” 
Sweden coach Janne Anders- 
son said. 


Like a mazy, crowd-pleasing 
dribble soon after halftime 
that began just inside his own 
half, saw him drift to the left 
while beating two Slovakia 
players, then cut in for a shot 
that was turned aside by Slo- 
vakia goalkeeper Martin Du- 
bravka. 


Like the way he rose minutes 
later to meet a right-wing 
cross with a header that just 
cleared the crossbar. 


And like the way he darted 
in front of his marker to flick 
that delicate pass which led to 
the penalty. Dubravka got the 
slightest touch on Quaison’s 
leg as the striker attempted to 
go around the keeper and it 
was enough to get the whis- 
tle. 


Tall and blessed with great 
technical ability, the com- 
parisons between Isak and 
Ibrahimovic Sweden’s 


ereatest ever player — are 
understandable, if perhaps a 
little premature. 


“Don’t think there’s much 
doubt that Alexander Isak 
will attract a lot of attention 
from clubs across Europe,” 
former England captain Gary 
Lineker posted on Twitter af- 
ter the match. “Exceptional 
talent.” 


And it was no surprise that 
Isak was the name being 
chanted by Sweden’s small 
section of yellow-clad fans 
behind one of the goals after 
the final whistle at Saint Pe- 
tersburg Stadium. 


“Of course there’s a differ- 
ence playing for a club team 
and the national team,” Isak 
said. “You can do a really good 
job without getting noticed 
for you club. But with the big 
tournaments, this is the only 
thing that’s going on. There 
are more eyes on you. 


”The second half,” he add- 
ed,” was a bit more open and 
I could attack and create a 
number of chances. I think 
everyone realizes that there 
was just one thing missing 
today.” 


That goal eventually came 


and it gave Sweden four 
points in Group E, which 
could be enough to advance 
to the round of 16 after open- 
ing with a 0-0 draw against 
Spain. Slovakia has three 
points after starting with a 2-1 
victory over Poland, so may 
need to get at least a point 
out of its final group match 
against Spain in Seville. 
Aside from Isak's individual 
contributions, it felt like a set 
piece would settle the game 
played in stifling mid-after- 
noon heat in St. Petersburg. 


There was only one shot on 
target in the first half and the 
referee even blew for halt- 
time without playing any 
stoppage time. That kind of 
play hardly improved the 
reputation of Sweden after its 
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ultra-defensive tactics against 
Spain. 


A draw would have been just 
fine for the Slovakians, who 
have reached the knockout 
stage in each of the other two 
major tournaments they have 
qualified for since becom- 
ing an independent nation in 


1993. 


Now, after Forsberg's penal- 
ty, they still have some work 
to do. 


“We came here as an outsider 
and everyone counted getting 
three points against us," Slo- 
vakia coach Stefan Tarkovic. 
^We managed to beat a very 
strong Poland and were close 
to a draw against Sweden. 
I'm still optimistic." 
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(AP) CONMEBOL 
suspended Bolivia strik-

The in- 
fection prevented him from 
playing in the 3-1 loss to Par- 
aguay on Monday. 


The following day, he at- 
tacked CONMEBOL on 
social media after reports of 
dozens of people infected 
with the virus in connection 
with the tournament. The 
case count had risen to 66 on 
Thursday. The Copa Amer- 
ica was switched at the last 
minute to Brazil, where the 
COVID-19 known death toll 
is expected to pass 500,000 


this weekend.

(AP) — The Celtics are 
bringing Al Horford back, 
trading point guard Kem- 
ba Walker to Oklahoma 
City for the five-time All- 
Star on Friday in Brad 
Stevens’ first major move 
since he moved from the 
Boston bench to the front 
office. 


Boston will also send the No. 
16 overall draft pick and a 
2025 second-rounder to the 
Thunder and receive 7-foot- 
er Moses Brown and a 2023 
second-round pick in return. 


Oklahoma City now holds 19 
first-round draft picks over 
the next seven years. 


Horford returns to Boston 
and gives the Celtics the 
frontcourt presence they’ve 
lacked since he left two sea- 
sons ago. The 6-foot-9 was 
forward was a member of 
the NBA All-Defensive team 
with the Celtics in 2017-18 
while also posting the best 
assist numbers of his career. 


Stevens coached Horford 
for three seasons and says he 


played a “critical role” while 
in Boston. 


“His ability to elevate team- 
mates with his experience 
and leadership make for a 
great addition,” Stevens said. 
“We also want to welcome 
Moses to Boston. He is a 
promising young player.” 


Walker joins a team that fin- 
ished with the second-worst 
record in the West last season 
but showed potential with 
Shai  Gilgeous-Alexander, 
who led the Thunder with 
23.7 points per game, and Lu 
Dort, who averaged 14 points 
and was one of the league’s 
best defensive guards. 


Walker, 31, is guaranteed 
more than $73 million over 
the next two seasons. But af- 
ter helping the Celtics reach 
the Eastern Conference fi- 
nals in the NBA bubble last 
season the four-time All-Star 
he was limited by knee inju- 
ries to 43 games in 2021; he 
missed the last two games of 
the first-round playoff loss to 
the Brooklyn Nets. 


Walker’s departure means 
Boston will rely more heav- 
ily on All-Stars Jayson Tatum 
and Jaylen Brown for scor- 
ing. Without further moves, 
it would also leave Marcus 
Smart and Payton Pritchard 
as the team’s main options at 
point guard. 


But swapping his salary for 
Horford’s will save the Celt- 
ics $9 million. 


“Kemba is a true profession- 
al and a great teammate and 
player,” Stevens said. “I want 
to thank him for his tremen- 
dous impact, and the positive 
contribution he’s made both 
to the Celtics and the city of 


Boston.” 


After playing his first nine 
seasons in Atlanta, Horford 
signed with Boston as a free 
agent in 2016 and led the 
team to the conference fi- 
nals in his first two seasons. 
But he opted out after three 
seasons to go to Philadelphia, 
then the 76ers flipped him to 
the Thunder after one year. 


Horford, 35, averaged 14.2 


points and 6.7 rebounds this 
season, but he played just 23 
games before Oklahoma City 
shut him down in late March 
to take a look at younger 
players — including Brown. 


“Thank you to ... the entire 
Thunder organization for 
their professionalism during 
my time in Oklahoma City,” 
Horford tweeted. “While it 
was short, it was first class all 
the way and me and my fami- 
ly are extremely thankful and 
appreciative.” 


Brown, 21, was a first-team 
All-G-League selection this

Razorbacks’ Kopps wins Howser Trophy as top college player 


(AP) — Arkansas’ Kev- 
in Kopps won the Dick 
Howser Trophy as the top 
player in college baseball 
Friday, making him the 
first relief pitcher to re- 
ceive the award. 


Kopps, who had ‘Tommy 
John surgery in 2018, was the 


star pitcher for a Razorbacks 
team ranked No. 1 much of 
the season and the No. 1 seed 
in the NCAA ‘Tournament. 


The SEC pitcher of the year 
had a hand in 23 of the Hogs’ 
50 wins with a 12-1 record 
and 11 saves. Kopps appeared 
in 33 games, allowed nine 


runs in 89 2/3 innings and 
struck out 131. The senior 
from Sugar Land, Texas, led 
the nation with his 0.90 ERA, 
and opponents batted .162 
against him. 


Kopps is the second Arkansas 
player to receive the Howser 
Trophy in its 34-year history. 


The first was current Kansas 
City Royal outfielder An- 
drew Benintendi in 2015. 


Other finalists were Vander- 
bilt pitchers Kumar Rocker 
and Jack Leiter, Florida State 
catcher Matheu Nelson and 
Texas Tech second baseman 


Jace Jung. 


The award is named in honor 
of Howser, an All-America 
shortstop at Florida State in 
1957-58 who later coached 
the Seminoles and man- 
aged the New York Yankees 
and Kansas City Royals. The 
National Collegiate Baseball 
Writers Association adminis- 
ters voting for the award.
